A reporter for the Bulletin cnlled at 
the'jail this morning and in an interview 
with Sloan, obtained the following infor- 
mation.

His real name is 
Sloan, though he was* called Kel- 
ley Sloan. He came to Maysville in a 
agon on Friday with his mother, 
ster, and uncle and other persons and 
has since camped in the open air on 
the Flemingsburg turnpike near this city. 
He came down town on Friday morning 
and about eleven o'clock and met Smith, 
whom he knew at Lexington and whom 
he had seen about two weeks ago, on 
Market street. Smith, he said, had aboi 
two weeks ago stolen two head of catt 
near Mt. Sterling, and at Aberdeen c 
Thursday had had a fight with h 
(Sloan's) father, who had been stayir 
then- for several days. For this Smith wi 
arrested and put on the chain gang bi 
escaped and came to this side of the rive 
Smith, Sloan anil Sloan's uncle, after 
drinking together started out the Flem- 
ingsburgturnpike to the camp, when they 
arrived at Walkins' cut. Sloan accused 
Smith of stealing his pistol and asked nil 
togi ve it up as it belonged to h is father and 
he diil not wish to lose it. Smith replied 
I willagive you three of them, meaning as 
Sloan claims, three shots from the weap- 
on. They had a few words and Smith 
afterward went up the hill and back 
down the railroad. Sloan, his mother 
and sister came back by the way of the 
Flemingsburg turnpike to Plum street 
and went up Third street and out the 
railroad to intercept Smith. Sloan con- 
cealed himself behind one of the cars. 
The two women when they met Smith 
began to throw stones at him and had 
some words with him which Sloan said 
:ould not hear. Smith picked up 
two stones and come down the track 
toward the depot. Sloan stepped from 
behind the car as he approached and 
drew his pistol. Smith caught at it 
but Sloan evaded him and throwing 
his arm back ; put up his pistol 
' shot him in the head. Sloan, after 
the shooting, started back to join his 
friends at the camp but was intercepted 
by Mr. C. P. Trapp and a companion, 
who induced him to go back. They 
went with him and delivered him to Mr. 
Seaman, at the depot, and he was after- 
ward delivored to the officers of the law. 

Sloan had not heard of the death of 
Smith until informed of it by the report- 
er for the Bulletin. He showed no espec- 
ial feeling about the matter and merely 
remarked: "Well, I had to do it; I 
couldn't help it."

BLOWING UP THE SOULIH 

Their Poor Bodies Fylng- Through 
the Air in All Direction*. 



n«tb« Ocsperato Conflict or ID* 
Ih the Nallv, — 
Narrow Escape. 



Nkw York, Sept. 27.— The particulars of 
the loss of the French transport Averyon, 
which went ashore on Cape Ouartlafui, hi the 
Red Sea, on August 10 last, has reached thin 
port by the arrival of the steamer Lord of 
the Ialrf, which \««el rescued and landed 
■ at Eden, Arabia, 80* men from the Trans- 
port 

At the time the Averyon ran ashore there 
were over 600 men and women on board. 
The men were all French soldiers returning 
from the Tououin, many of whom were ac- 
companied by their wivea A large number 
of the party were invalids. On the night sh« 
went ashore the a tm. .sphere was very thick, 
and her captain heard belli ringing on al 

There are two large hills at this point in 
the Red Sea, one of which foims. Care 
Guardafui, aud the other is back of Hi* 
cape Between them the ground is ve"y 
marshy, and has been the scene of many 
wrecks within a few years. 

The Averyon steamed into the marshy land 
until her keel was almost clear of the laud 
Her captain discovering that nothing could 
be done until daylight, informed all on board 
that there was no danger, and ordered them 
to retire. In the morning they found them- 
selves surrounded by natives who are 
known as the Soulis. There was no hope of 
freeing the vessel, and when an attempt was 
made to land, the natives flourished their 
spears, bludgeons and numerous other arti- 
cles of warfare, and one man, who seemed to 
be the leader of the tribe, came alongside the 
steamer and informed her captain that *0,UUU 
was needed before anyone would be permit- 
ted to land. In the meantime, •forty-five 
marines, the only aruied force on board, were 
busy in keeping the natives from climbing up 
the sides and on deck. The captain having a 
small mortar on board had intended to send 
it ashore with about ten men and have a life 
line thrown to the vessel, so that the whole 
company could go ashore with safety. The 
demand of the Soulis put a stop to this scheme,

Finally, after much bartering it was agreed 
the first officer with seven men could go 
ashore. A small boat was launched and the 
men had nearly reached the shore when the 
boat was capsized by the surf and one man 
was drowned. The mortar was saved, as was 
also the powder, and finally a line was thrown 
out and securely attached on board the trans- 
port. The natives again became demonstra- 
tive and threatened to cut the lines with their 
axes if any person attempted to come ashore. 

Thus matters remained for several hours, 
the natives endeavoring to board the steamer 
and badly frightening the women until the 
German steamer Maasalia hove in sight. She 
only had accommodations for half of the 
Transport's passengers, and the women and 
invalids and many of the men who won their 
rescue by drawing lots were taken on board. 
After the Massalia left another attempt to 
land was made by those on board, but the 
natives still threatened. Throughout that 
night and until the next day at 3 p. nx, the 
people on shore and on the Averyon were 
kept in a state of terror by the howling na- 

14 Then the steamer Lord of Isles appeared 
and took on board all the men and as much 
baggage as possible. The natives were nearly 
frantic with rage and the Lieutenant and ten

Before the captain left the Averyon he sot 
fire to her, and as the rescuing steamer sailed 
away, those on board could see the block 
bodies of the Soulis darting through the 
flames. 

•'They looked like very deamons," siid Offi- 
cer Evans of the Lord of Isle, "so intent 
were they on securing what they could from 
the ship that they did not seem to mind the 
flames at all. As we were piu-siug out uf 
sight we heard a terrific explosion and saw 
timber and niggers riving about in the air. 
Poor fellows! They forgot 000 pounds of 
powder which was stowed on the grounded 
vessel, and when the flames struck the explo- 
sives a good many of their souls went to 
Wugdon coma"
